WEATHER BULLETIN. 


The Brown Tail Moth 


The brown-tail moth was first found 


in the United States in Somerville, 
Mass,, during the summer of 1897, 
and was undoubtedly introduced sev- 
eral seasons before that time on im- 
ported nursery stock. 


The caterpillars of the gipsy moth 


muy be spread for limited distances 
by carriage on moving objects, such 
as trains, horse-drawn vehicles, 
or 


automobiles. For this reason, it is 
particularly important to keep road- 
ways free from severe infestation. 


Kgg clusters of the gipsy moth may 


be carried long distances on shipments 
of trees, lumber, stone or other pro- 
ducts. 


Gipsy moth caterpillars have been 


carried more than 20 miles by the 
wind. This wind spread occurs when 
the temperature is above 05 degrees 
h'., so that the young worms arc ac- 
tive anil moving around in the trees, 
and when the velocity of the wind is 
eight miles or more per hour. 


The food plants most favored by the 


the gipsy moth arc the apple, the dif- 
ferent species of oak, gray birch, al- 
der and willow, though in cases of 
heavy infestation the insect will in- 
jure to some extent nearly all decid- 
uous trees except ash. 


Thousands of' trees are dead in N'ew 


England as a result of defoliation by 
the gipsy moth. 


Methods for controlling the brown- 


lail moth include the cutting off and 
burning of their winter webs before 
the caterpillars emerge in the spring 
ami spraying with nrseimtc of lead 
before the middle of August.

Having served as sergeant major In 


the United Suites cavalry. I tried to 
lell tho Kngllsh drill sergeants their 
business, but it ilid not work.

Immediately put mo as imtmiin In their 
mess. Many a greasy dish of stew wns 
accidentally spilled over them. 


I would sooner tight than be a waiter, 


so when ihe order enme. through from 
headquarters calling for a. draft of 
2f>0 rc-enforcement.s for France, I vol- 
unteered.
